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BILL PASSED TO LET RISK 
FIRMS AID SLUM CLEARING 


Legislature Sends to Governor Measure That 
Would Partly Exempt Projects 
From Taxes.

JEFFERSON City, May 22—A 
bill clarifying and amending the 
urban redevelopment act to facili- 
tate participation of insurance 
companies in large-scale projects 
was passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives today and sent to the 

Governor, 

The measure permits insurance 
companies to operate in conjunc- 
tion, or as lessees, in handling 
housing projects found to be too 
large for a single firm to under- 
take. It specifies that, in exer- 
cising the power of eminent do- 


main, an insurance company may 
not dispose of the property until 
the project is completed. 
Designed to encourage rehabill- 
tation of blighted areas in St. 
Louis and Kansas City, the bill 
provides partial tax exemption on 
development projects for 25 years, 
but limits net earnings of develop- 
ment corporations to 8 per cent. 
Such earnings would be comput- 
ed after deducting all expenses, 
taxes, assessments and insurance 
premiums from gross revenue. 
Any surplus could be held as re- 
serve against. losses. After 25 


years, full taxes would apply.

While uncollected garbage piled 
up, striking employes of the city 
of Belleville today began picket- 
ing the City Hall, the municipal 
sewage disposal plant and the city- 
owned cemetery. 

Four strikers picketed the City 
Hall, one was at the sewage dis- 
posal plant and seven marched at 
the two entrances to the ceme- 
tery, carrying placards or umbrel- 
las lettered “Unfair to Organized 
Labor.” The strikers, 12 laborers, 
10 drivers and seven operating en- 
gineers, are members of AFL 
unions, 

A burial scheduled yesterday in 
the city-owned Walnut Hill Ceme- 
tery was postponed because no 
workmen were available to dig the 
grave, although funeral services 
were held at an undertaking es- 
tablishment. Another burial in the 
municipal cemetery is s¢eheduled 
for tomorrow, 

Garbage collections, normally 
made six days a week, were halt- 
ed when the strikers refused to 
drive the trucks. The laborers, 
who are paid $160 a month, are 
demanding a wage increasé of $20 
a month, and have rejected a $10 
rise voted by the City Council two 
weeks ago,

Edward B. Landry, national 
safety director of the Post Office 
Department, surveying the situa- 
tion in Detroit, said an average of 
10 dogs bite mailmen each week 
in the summer. One dog bite cost 
the Post Office Department $266 
in hospital bills.

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7-MONTH RECESS 
BY LEGISLATURE 
LIKELY, TOMORROW

JEFFERSON CITY, May 22 — 
Resolutions clearing the way for 
the Missouri Legislature to recess 
tomorrow for seven months, until 

next January, were adopted by the 
House late yesterday and sent to 
the Senate for concurrence. 

Leaders in both houses were 


confident the 
calendars would be cleared of bill 
necessitating immediate action in 
time to wind up actual legislative 
work of the 1947 phase of the ses- 
sion tomorrow. 

The schedule calls for an initial 
recess from Friday until June 12, 
to enable the clerical forces to 
complete records and enroll bills 
passed this week. These bills will 
be signed by Senate and House 
presiding officers on June 12 and 
be gent to Gov, Donnelly. 

A second recess will be taken 
from June 12 to July 14, to permit 
all bills passed up to May 23, with- 
out emergency clauses, 
proved by the Governor, to be- 
come effective on Sept. 10. This 
procedure is under a _ constitu- 
tional provision that such bills 
‘shall. become operative 90 days 
from the beginning of any legis- 
j lative recess of 30 days or more. 

The Legislature then will recess 
from July 14 to Jan. 7, 1948.

“voice is strong” and that he felt 
encouraged by her continued prog- 
ress,

dential Press Secretary Charles G. 
Ross said Graham saw no reason 
to retreat from his view yester- 
day that Mrs, Truman has a 
chance t6 recover.

British Physician Admits Taking 


Life of an Incurable Sufferer 


LONDON, May 22 (AP)—Dr. —4 
A. Barton, pleading for an incur- 
able sufferer’s “right to die,” said 
in an address yesterday that he 
had taken the life of such a pa- 
tient. 0 

The physician, who retired aft- 
er 40 years as a general prac- 
titioner in London, told the Volun- 
tary Euthanasia Legalization So- 
ciety: 

“We know such things are done, 
but they are not done legally. We 
are extremely cautious in shoul- 
dering the responsibility in tak- 
ing a patient’s life. I am not 
ashamed to say that I have done 
so. And I know medical friends 
of mine of the most transparent 
nesty who have confessed to me 


that they had to give way to a 
patient crying for mercy. 

„It is we, the general prac- 
titioners, who know, who are will- 
ing to accept the heaviest re- 
sponsibility—the taking of life— 
and risking our status as doctors 
and risking our necks if it came 
into the courts. 

“But we must divide this re- 
sponsibility. It is unthinkable 
that a responsibility of this kind 
should rest upon one set of shoul- 
ders.” 

A. Percy Groves, chairman of 
the society, said a “right to die” 
bill for persons suffering great 
pain in incurable illnesses would 
be introduced in Parliament at 
the earliest opportunity.

One of the principal points of 
criticism was that Truman's plan 
circumvented the United Nations, 
He refuted this contention today. 

“In extending the aid requested 
by two members of the United Na- 
tions,“ he said, “. The United 
States is helping to further aims 
and purposes identical with those 
of the United Nations. 

“Our aid in this instance is evi- 
dence not only that we pledge our 
support to the United Nations but 
that we act to support it.” And in 
official copies of Truman's state- 
ment, the word “act” was under- 
lined. 

The President, his face drawn 
and worried after anxious days at 
his mother’s sickbed, read his 
statement to a group of reporters, 
Looking up from his text he de- 
parted from it once to repeat that 
the bill “is a step for peace and 
support of the United Nations.” 
He added “I can not emphasize 
that too strongly.” 

The bill authorizes the chief ex- 
ecutive to provide the Greeks and 
Turks with financial aid and 
military equipment in the form of 
loans, gifts or other advances as 
determined by the President, 

Text of Statement. 

Truman’s statement in connec- 
tion with the signing of the bill 
follows: 

“The act authorizing United 
States assistance to Greece and 
Turkey, which I have just signed, 
is an important step in the build- 
ing of the peace, Its passage by ‘ 
overwhelming majorities in both 
houses of the Congress is proof 
that the United States earnestly 
desires peace and is willing to 
make a vigorous effort to help 
create conditions of peace. 


“The conditions of peace in- 
clude, among other things, the 
ability of nations to maintain or- 
der and independence, and to sup- 
port themselves economically. In 
extending the aid request by two 
members of the United Nations 
for the purpose of maintaining 
these conditions, the United States 
is helping to further aims and 
purposes identical with those of 
the United Nations. Our aid in 
this instance is evidence not only 
that we pledge our support te the 
United Nations but that we act to 
support it. 

“With the passage and signature 
of this act, our ambassadors to 
Greece and Turkey are being in- 
structed to enter into immediate 
negotiations for agreements 
which, in accordance with the 
terms of the act, will govern the 
application of our aid. We intend 
to make sure that the aid we ex- 
tend will benefit all the peoples 
of Greece and Turkey, not any 
particular group or faction, 

“I wish to express my appreci- 
ation to the leaders and members 
of both parties in the Congress 
for their splendid support in ob- 
taining the passage of this vital 
legislation.

Tells Senators Two Gun- 
men, Were With Pur-

WASHINGTON, May 22 AP)— 
E, A. Kerschbaumer, Pittsburgh 
steel broker, told a Senate sub- 
committee today of gangsters, 
$40,000,000 letters of credit and a 
court suit involved in a deal for 
300,000 tons of steel which were 
ordered but never delivered. 

Kerschbaumer, one of many per- 
sons and groups combined in an 
unsuccessful effort to get the steel, 
told this story: 

He met a man he identified as 
Herbert M. Karp of New York 
City, who told him he could ar- 
range for Kerschbaumer, and as- 
sociates who later joined him, to 
purchase 300,000 tons of steel for 
resale, 

Kerschbaumer indicated his in- 
terest to Karp and, shortly after, 
heard from a Robert Wilson in 
Detroit that the steel would be 
available. Kerschbaumer was told 
to arrange for the necessary let- 
ters of credit. a 

Kerschbaumer related that after 
weeks of conferences in New 
Tork Karp showed him and his 
associates a letter on stationery of 
the Firth-Sterling Steel Co., Pitts- 
burgh—confirmation that the com- 
pany would supply 240,000 tons of 
steel. The letter, signed by an 
A. R. Zapp, Kerschbaumer said, 
stated that the company “regret- 
ted” it was unable to supply 300,- 
000 tons. 

Kerschbaumer said that he “un- 
derstood” Zapp was manager of 
the company’s carbide division, 

Asked by Senator Martin (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, chairman of a 
Senate small business subcom- 
mittee, how he intended to finance 
the purchase, Kerschbaumer said 
Bernard Sternberg of Glens Falls, 
N.Y., gave him a $40,000,000 letter 
of credit, which was placed in the 
Chemical Bank & Trust Co., New 
York City. 

Kerschbaumer said he asked 
Sternberg for the backing after 
he had met him in Pittsburgh 
through Sternberg's attorney, Leo 
Shapiro. 

After it became known that the 
company’s letter confirming the 
order had been received, Kersch- 
baumer said he was visited in a 
New York City hotel by a man he 
identified as James Boyle, who 
Was accompanied, he said, by two 
other men “who were apparent 
gangsters.” ‘ 

Kerschbaumer, who said Boyle 
had arranged to purchase 50,000 
tons of the steel for the “United 
Nations Supply Co., of Brooklyn,” 
testified that Boyle told him he 
“understood” the steel was now 
available and that he wanted his

The letter, directed to the un- 
ion’s 3000 iocals, said it was im- 
perative that we understand 
thoroughly: 

“1, We must meticulously re- 
spect provisions of the collective 
bargaining contract. 

"2. That under no  circum- 
stances must there be work 
stoppages during the life of the 
agreement. 

“3..We must resort to the or- 
derly methods of adjudicating 
our differences by taking re- 
course to the grievance proced- 
ure of the wage agreement up 
to and including arbitration.” 

Murray said that the union, by 
negotiating the 15-cent-an-hour 
package pay increase, had “won 
for itself the respect and admira- 
tion of its members and the pub- 
lic.” Be. 

The agreement, he said, guar- 
anteed continued production in 
the steel industry and.would bol- 
ster the nation’s attempts to 
stabilize its postwar economy. 

Murray said both management 
and the union realized that ful- 
fillment of the contract is de- 
pendent on what he termed suc- 
cessful attitudes. 

These attitudes, the letter said,

SET SPEED LIMITS 
SENT TO GOVERNOR 


Traffic Regulations Would 
Require Approval of State 
Highway Board.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 22— 
The County Court of St. Louis 
county would be authorized to 
adopt and enforce traffic regula- 
tions for public highways in unin- 
corporated portions of the county, 
including speed limits in congested 
areas, under a bill passed by the 
House last night. The bill now 
goes to Gov. Donnelly. 

The bill was passed, 79 to 23, or 
one vote more than the required 
constitutional majority, after. the 
House concurred in a Senate 
amendment requiring approval of 
the State Highway Commission for 
any such regulation affecting a 
state highway. 

Opponents of the bill expressed 
fear the bill, if approved by the 
Governor, might. permit return of 
“speed traps” for motorists on St. 
Louis county highways, such as 
flourished several years ago. The 
bill permits the County Court to 
promulgate the regulations by 
court order. It provides that be- 
fore such regulations are adopted 
the court must hold three public 
hearings, preceded by publication 
of notice at least 15 days before 
the hearings. 

Violation of auch regulations 
would be deemed a misdemeanor. 
The bill would apply also to Jack- 
son county. 


BACK ROOM SLOT MACHINES

Persons who have been playing 
slot machines in the back rooms 
of a few East St. Louis taverns 
have found the gambling devices 
have been removed to warehouses 
owned by the slot machine gam- 
bling syndicate.

After the jury returned its ver- 
dict, Circuit Judge Waldo C. May- 
field told the jurors that if Rich- 
ardson is insane, as the defense 
contended, he will receive treat- 
ment at the state penitentiary’s 
hospital. 

The jury deliberated three 
hours. On the first ballot, they 
agreed Richardson was guilty. 
Three more ballots were taken be- 
fore they agreed on his punish- 
ment. The state had asked for the 
death penalty,

parents of Shirley Jean, who was 
criminally assaulted and murdered 
on Thanksgiving: night in 1945, 
were not in the courtroom when 
the jury brought in its verdict 
shortly after 5 p.m. 

Richardson, 31-year-old laborer, 
squirmed in his chair as the ver- 
dict was read. His father, A. J. 
Richardson of Marshall, Ark., who 
had testified in support of the de- 
fense claim of insanity, remained 
outside the courtroom. 

As he was ‘led to a cell outside 
the courtroom, Richardson said, 
“It’s unjust. I absolutely didn't do 
it.” His father commented: “I 
can’t understand such a verdict. 
He’s a good, Christian boy.” 

Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E. Burns, in his closing 
argument, told the jury a vast dif- 
ference existed between insanity 
and moral depravity. He said 
Richardson was cunning, rather 
than insane. Burns said Richard- 
son had told a niece, in talking of 
the Coxey girl's murder the day 
after it happened, that the body 
could have been carried away 
without an automobile, 

Metz argued against the likeli- 
hood that Richardson could have 
carried the child’s body in his 
arms for 22 blocks, crossing the 
Grand boulevard theater zone, as 
he had said in one of his three 
statements admitting the murder.

BILL PROTEST 


Minority Leader in Missouri House Calls At- 
tention to Constitutional Clause for 
Record Committee Votes. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 22— 
The policy in the Senate of secret 
consideration of bills and con- 
cealment of the votes of mem- 
bers in committees was laid as 
the basis for an expected attack 
in the courts on the constitution- 
ality of the Madison anti-strike bill 

passed by the House yesterday. 

Representative Roy Hamlin ‘of 
Hannibal, Democratic floor leader 
and a vigorous opponent of the 
bill, filed a formal] protest against 
the signing of the bill by Speaker 
Murray E. Thompson. Hamlin 
said his purpose was to establish 
a record which could be used as 
one of several grounds for con- 
testing the legality of the act. 

Under the constitution, the 
speaker is required to attach the 
written protest to the bill before 
it is sent to the Governor. 


Constitutional Requirements. 

Hamlin quoted this language of 
the state constitution: “Each com- 
mittee shall keep such record of 
its proceedings as is required by 
rule of the respective houses and 
this record and the recorded vote 
of the members of the committee 
shall be filed with all reports on 
bills.” 

Since the adoption of this pro- 
vision in the new constitution, the 
Senate, holding to a policy of se- 
crecy, has taken the position that 
this does not require that the 
votes of the members shall be re- 
corded by name, and that it only 
means that the number of aye 
votes and the number of no votes 
shall be placed in the record, Sen- 
ate committees never report the 
votes of individual senators. 

The House has taken the oppo- 
site position, Every bill reported 
by a House committee is accom- 
panied by a roll call showing how 
each representative voted, 

Hamlin’s Protest. 

In the formal protest Hamlin 
set out: 

„Mr. Speaker, this constitutional 
provision is mandatory, it is com- 
pulsory and the Senate commit- 
tee, at the time this bill was re- 
ported out of said committee to 
the Senate of Missouri, should 
have had the recorded vote of the 
members of the labor committee 
(in the Senate, the Committee of 


Industrial Relations) attached to 
it, showing how e&ch and every 
member of said committee voted 
and it should have been filed with 
all reports on said bill. This was 
not done in this case and there- 
fore, the constitution provision in 
the respect set out herein above, 
has been violated. 

“I am offering this constitu- 
tional objection and protest,” he 
concluded “because I believe that 
this bill will, sooner or later, be 
taken to the courts upon the 
question of its . constitutionality 
on other grounds and owing to 
the fact that since the new con- 
stitution of 1945 has been adopted, 
there has been constant and con- 
tinual question as to ‘the con- 
stitutional right of the Missouri 
State Senate in the purported vio- 
lation. of the above section.”

Construction of a housing proj- 
ect for Washington University 
faculty members has revived a 
40-year-old dispute over whether 
the northwest corner of the cam- 
pus is in University City. If 
school officials want all the uni- 
versity to be considered in an un- 
incorporated area of St. Louis 
county, a proposal will be voted 
on at the next University City 
election to “divorce” the north- 
west corner of the campus from 
the city, Marvin E. Boisseau, Uni- 
versity City attorney, said today. 

Involved in the dispte is the 
question whether children who 
will live in the apartments may 
atend University City schools 
without paying tuition. Also in- 
volved is the question whether a 
building permit should have been 
obtained from University City be- 
fore the three large, three-story 
buildings were erected. In the 
disputed area, University City of- 
ficials say, zoning restriction limit 
buildings to 2% stories. 

Boisseau related that petitions 
for incorporating University City, 
circulated in the spring of 1906, 
described the boundary as run- 
ning along the east side of Big 
Bend boulevard to the northwest 
corner of Washington U. property 
and then east.

FBI INTELLIGENCE 
ACTIVITIES ENDED 
IN LATIN AMERICA 


Army Won’t Comment on Re- 
ports It Was Forced to Halt 
Its Secaet Work. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (UP)— 


The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion disclosed yesterday it had 
closed out its intelligence activi- 
in Latin America “over a 


month ago.” However, the FBI 
declined comment on published re- 
ports it was done at the request 
of the National Intelligence Au- 
thority. 

The reports also said the NIA 
had compelled the War Depart- 
ment to end its world-wide secret 
intelligence work, creating its own 
network to supplant organizations 
operating abroad. The Army had 
no comment and a spokesman for 
the NIA said his organization had 
“absolutely nothing to say” about 
such reports. 

The published reports drew a 
careful distinction between the po- 
litical intelligence activities of the 
Army and its normal function of 
collecting strategic and technical 
data. Only the political intelli- 


thority was set up by presidential 
directive in 1946 and consists of 
the Secretaries of State, War and 
Navy and the President's personal 
representative. The agency plans, 
develops and co-ordinates Fed- 
erab foreign intelligence activities 
in relation to national security. It 
is headed by R. Adm. Roscoe H. 
Hillenkoetter of St. Louis,

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UPPER MISSISSIPPI 


New Records Set Both for 
Total Tonnage Handled 
and for Ton-Miles. 


An increase of 58 per cent in 
shipping on the Upper Mississippi 
River last year as compared with 
1945 was reported today by Col. 
Clark Kittrell, division engineer of 
the Army Engineers. The totals 
set new records both for total 
tonnage handled and for ton- miles. 

Total tonnage handled last year 
was 5,247,741, compared with 4,- 
587,406 tons in 1945, but the aver- 
age haul was longer, Col. Kittrell 
said, so that the number of ton- 
miles (one ton of cargo carried 
one mile) was 1,604,033,000 in 1946 
as compared with 1,014,868,000 in 
1945. He ascribed the jump merely 
to “normal development of river 
service and a growing apprecia- 
tion of its dependability.” 

The Upper Mississippi division 
extends from the mouth of the 
Missouri River, just above St. 
Louis, to Minneapolis, Minn. Col. 
Kittrell pointed out that develop- 
ment of a series of 26 dams and 
locks had assured a dependable 
nine-foot channel throughout the 
division. Eight new diesel-pow- 
ered towboats were put in serv- 
ice on the river last year to meet 
the increased demand, he said. 


7,000,000 REPATRIATED SINCE 
END OF THE WAR IN EUROPE 


LONDON, May 22 (AP)—Maj. 
Gen. Lowell R. Rooks, director 
general of UNRRA’s repatriation 
operations, announced last night 
that more than 7,000,000 displaced 
persons in Europe have been re- 
patriated since the end of the 
war. More than 700,000 remain 
to be repatriated, he said. 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland, May 
22 (AP)—Operating costs of the 
International Refugee Organiza- 
tion for its first year of operation 
beginning June 30 are estimated 
at $113,295,375 under a_ budget 
adopted by an interim commission 
which has just completed a 21- 
day session here.

EXT to water control, agriculture ranks highest in American 
plans to build Greece into an object lesson of humane foreign 
policy. The problem there is one to fascinate an expert husband- 


a clean slate on which to write. 
harnessed to the soil, Greece has 


the densest farm population in Europe and at the same time the 
lowest yield per acre. In both respects it is on a level with India. 
Even before the war, the Greeks were chronically underfed. - 


Modern equipment — such as 
spike-tooth, disc and spring-tooth 
arrows, hand operated wheel 
hoes and two-row cultivators, to 
say nothing of tractors—are prac- 
tically unknown, In widespread 


use are wooden plows and primi- 
tive brush harrows coming down 
from the time of Homer. Women’s 
hands do much of the hard work 
of cultivation and harvesting. 
They struggle to wring sub 
sistence from land impoverishec 


by centuries of unscientific crop -an 


ping and almost drained of nitro 
gen and phosphorus, besides de- 
ficiencies of potash, iron and zinc, 
and an excess of calcium. Winter 
floods alternate with summer 
drouths. Animal manures are 
scarce. . 

_ Yet the Farm and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Na- 
tions does not hesitate to assert 
that its program for Greece, 
though starting below par, could 
turn the kingdom into a pattern 
of farming within a generatién 
and incidentally double or treble 
the nafional income. 

Favorable Climate. 

In favor of the program is the 
genial Mediterranean climate, 
combined with levels of tempera- 
ture, due to mouhtainous terrain, 
which fall from the tropical heat 
essential for bananas to semi- 
tropical conditions suitable for 
citrus fruits and olives; and finally 
to northern temperatures adapted 
to the cultivation of wheat. The 
Hellenic peasants, though bound 
by tradition, are described as in- 
dustrious, shrewd and lonately 
desirous of improved rtunities 
for their children. 

As befits its title, the FAO de- 
votes a major of its report 
to agriculture and livestock. Hav- 
ing restated that and silt 
control, drainage and irrigation 
are fundamental requirements, the 
plan suggests as the next step sci- 
entific analyses of the various 
soils to determine what minerals 
and fertilizers are needed to re- 
store them to productivity, and 
the particular crops to which they 
are best adapted. 

As a drastic measure, it is pro- 
posed that the farm population 
should be reduced to 40 per cent 
instead of 60, and that industries 
and services be developed to ab- 
sorb the exiles from the land, who 
would become such by their own 
voluntary choice. Farm mechan- 
ization is recommended, through 
the introduction of tractors and 
of communal machinery such as 
harvesters and threshers. 

Before the war, Greece made a 
heroic effort to become self-suffi- 
cient in wheat. The suggestion is 
made that part of the wheat acre- 
age should be diverted to hybrid 
corn bred in the United States. 
Past concentration on wheat is 
criticized on the ground that 
Greece had the lowest average 
yield of this grain in Europe, and 
is a country best suited to the 
production of fruits and vege- 
tables. 

Need for Research. 

The point is made that the king- 
dom has some 30 varieties of pears, 
and that better processing and 
marketing would result if orchards 
were standardized on the basis of 
four or five superior species. To 
equip the Greeks for eventual ad- 
ministration of their farms, the 
report recommends the establish- 
ment or extension of agricultural 
colleges, laboratories for soil 
analysis and bureaus for the study 
of plant and animal diseases. 

Since cotton grown in Greece is 
remarkably free from fungous and 
bacterial maladies, the question is 
posed as to whether the country 
could not improve its export posi- 
tion by b vegetable seeds 
free of for shipment to 
other countries. With The Nether- 


lands in mind, it is further sug- 
gested that Greece could grow for 
export bulb plants like tulips. 

Everywhere in the country flour- 
ish wild relatives of such valuable 
plants as tulips, hyacinths; nar- 
cissi, anemones and cyclamens. 
There are indications that soil and 
climate are suitable for growing 
the cultivated forms. With its 
wealth of flowers, Greece is de- 
clared to be capable of organizing 
a large-scale business in perfumes. 

Other steps proposed include 
crop rotation, soil conservation 
limitation of overgrazing by 
sheep and goats on hill and moun- 
tain ranges, resulting in the de- 
struction of young forest growths, 
with a consequent elimination of 
underground waters and perma- 
nent springs, The over-all purposes 
are as follows: Reduction of farm 
population, enlarged farm acre- 
age per family, introduction of 
modern agricultural tools and 
practices and improved breeds of 
plant stocks. 

Livestock Problem. 

Livestock presents one of the 
most difficult problems for Ameri- 
gan experts in Greece. Always a 
meat-importing country, it lost 
most of its animal stocks through 
destruction or seizure under the 
German occupation, and through 
premature slaughter due to cut- 
ting off of foreign supplies: during 
the war years. If human’ beings 
suffer from chronic. malnutrition, 
the same is even more true of 
animals. It is estimated that one- 
dies of * 3 9 Greece 

annually from disease, pre- 
senting a yearly financial loss of 
$10 „000. : ‘ 

owhere In Greece are cattle 
bred for beef production. They 
are used o a draft @ 
in addition to horses and buffalo. 
Sheep and goats provide 78 per 
cent of the meat, dairy products 
and milk consumed in the king- 
dom. The normal sheep popula- 
tion of 8,000,000 exceeds the num- 
ber of human inhabitants. Pigs 
and poultry serve chiefly as scav- 
engers. Most of the animals suf- 
fer from mineral and vitamin defi- 
ciency, and it is declared that few 
Owners are familiar with even the 
elements of livestock feéding. 
Slaughter houses are pictured as 
representing an extreme of non- 
sanitation, together with flagrant 
waste of by-products. 

Of the entire land area of 
Greece, 75 per cent consists of 
natural pastures, But the problem 
of forage is basic. The FAO mis- 
sion recommends the introduction 
of soy beans and such hay-yielding 
plants as alfalfa, barseem and 
Ladino clover, all of which have 
exceptionally h nutritive value. 
The suggestion t wheat cultiva- 
tion should be replaced by that of 
hybrid corn is largely on account 
of the superiority of corn over 
wheat as an animal food. 

With livestock as well as agri- 
culture, it will be necessary to 
start from the very bottom. Ade- 
quate forage is the prime essen- 
tial. After that will come improve- 
ment of breeds, with cattle raised 
for beef and milk, with sheep 
producing wool that is less coarse 
and scant, and with poultry hav- 
ing greater egg-laying capacity. 
The difficulty of the forthcoming | 
crusade against animal diseases 
may be judged from the fact that 
in all Greece there is no desig- 
nated center for research in vet- 
erinary medicine. 

Underlying all must be a cam- 
paign of education. The estab- 
lishment of colleges for animal 
husbandry will be a simple matter 
compared to that of teaching the 
peasantry modern methods of ani- 
mal care, diet and breeding.

View on World Situation. 

“The really striking feature of 
world politics today is not that 
Russia is frightened of America,” 
the booklet said, “but that Amer- 
ica, with undisputed control of 
half the earth and all the oceans, 
is frightened of Russia. 

“For Russia, which foresdw a 
struggle with America, Britain 
was not a possible ally, for Brit- 
ain could not under any circum- 
stances adopt a policy which 
might lead to war against Amer- 
ica, 

“Apart from other considera- 
tions, Britain depends entirely on 
supplies imported by sea and 
could be starved to defeat in a 
few weeks by the American fleet 
(which is) six times as big (as 
Britain’s). ... 

“The aim of an Anglo-American 
understanding is to prevent war 
by proving to Russia that an ag- 
gressive anti-British policy is 
doomed to frustration..

The United Nations has failed because it 
national sovereignty, There can 
be no international law while nations retain 
self-willed sovereignty.— Former Supreme 

Court Justice Owen J. Roberts. 

It is not necessary to be as pessimistic as 
Justice Roberts is to observe that at the present 
stage the chances of the United Nations to be- 
come the potent arbiter of peace seem scarcely 
greater than were those of the League of Nations. 

The chance for the League of Nations to be 


- endowed with the degree of governance neces- 


sary to prevent war was thwarted by the bitter- 
enders in the Senate who prevented the effec- 
tive participation of the United States. The 


United Nations was launched with the handicap 


of the veto power, and the opportunity to correct 
this weakness by exempting the control of arma- 
ments from the veto has been resolutely blocked 
by Russia. 

We can hope that U.N. will yet be endowed 
with the vitality and authority it needs, but the 
possibility that this may not happen is at least 
sufficient to suggest the wisdom of working 
meanwhile for more limited objectives which 
will contribute to the preservation of peace. The 


doctrine of limited objectives is especially ap- 


plicable to the proposal for a United States of 
Europe, the consummation of which would not 
conflict with but rather strengthen the ultimate 
chance for a powerful United Nations. 

The Fulbright resolution would place Congress 
on record as favoring a United States of Europe 
“within the framework of the United Nations.” 
Winston Churchill sees a United States of Europe 
not as a rival but as a corollary of the United 
Nations. In his speech last week launching the 
United European Committee, Mr. Churchill said: 

In the (U.N.) Constitution agreed on at 
Francisco, direct provision is made for 
organizations to be formed, United 

Europe will form one major regional entity. “ 

There is the United States, with all its de- 

ndencies; there is the Soviet Union; there 
is the British Empire and Commonwealth; 
and there is Europe, with which Great 

Britain is profoundly blended. Here are the 

four main pillars of the world temple of 

peace. Let us make sure that they will bear 
the weight which will be reposed upon them. 
After the first great war the. League of 

Nations tried to build ... an international 
order upon a weak, divided Europe. Its 
failure cost us dear. Today, after the Sec- 
ond World War. Europe is far weaker and 
far more distracted. One of the four pillars 
of the temple of peace lies before us in 
shattered fragments. It must be reassembled 
and reconstructed before there can be any 
real progress in building a. spacious super- 
structure of our desires, 

This speech will go down as one of the great 
orations of the greatest British orator of this 
generation. With the same exaltation that marked 
his speeches in the war, Churchill rose above his 
own predilections and loyalties and appealed to 
the conscience of mankind. 

Has Europe nothing to give the world, he 
asked, but “war and vengeance until all that in- 
vests human life with dignity and comfort has 
been obliterated?” With all that modern produc- 
tion and transportation can offer, is Europe to 
strangle herself with trade barriers until she is 
incapable even of averting famine from the 
masses of our people?” Or will the European 
states come together “to allow the streams of 


freedom, happiness and abundance to begin 


again their healing flow?” 

Churchill asked Prime Minister Attlee to re- 
sume the advocacy of a united Europe which he 
voiced before the last war, and he appealed to 
France to share with Britain the duty and the 
opportunity to unite the Continent. While Com- 
munists marched with anti-Churchill banners in 
front of the hall in which he spoke, he ap- 
pealed to the Russian people to understand how 
much they stand to gain by the elimination of 
the causes of war in Europe. ‘ 

Here was a speech to wake the lagging imagi- 
nation of our statesmen in Washington, as well 
as in London, Paris and Vienna. Can they not 
see that this is the same Churchill, ‘the same 


man of vision, who tried to warn Europe of what 


should have been done to avert the last erup- 
tion? Is he to he again the man before his time, 
the voice crying in the wilderness?

City authorities in Collinsville fool no one 
with their prosecution of four gambling operators 
under phony names—“John Doe, Richard Roe, 
Charles Coe and Howard Hoe.”

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Double Dividend 

President Truman is having trouble getting a 
good man for the all-important job of adminis- 
tering aid to Greece, provided in the bill which 
he signed today. At the top of the list of men 
who could be depended upon to curb the Greek 
fascists and profiteers and see that the $250,- 
000,000 loan is spent to promote democracy and 
revive the Greek economy is Mark Ethridge, 
editor of the Louisville Courier-Journal. Mr. 
Ethridge acquired valuable experience as United 
States Delegate on the U.N. Balkans Inquiry 
Commission. 

Ethridge’s appointment was favored by the 
State and Commerce Departments and by Presi- 
dent Truman himself, but the idea was aban- 
doned .because of the opposition of Senator 
George. Before he was an editor in Kentucky, 
Mark Ethridge was an editor in Georgia, and 
not the kind of editor of whom an arch-conserva- 
tive like Senator George would approve. 

If President Truman is to rule out a good ap- 
pointment because of the opposition of one or 
two Senators, the country will be cheated of the 
services of altogether too many able men. The 
President should submit Mark Ethridge’s name 
for confirmation, and let the opprobrium be on 
the Senator who chooses to oppose it. 

Informed observers in Tennessee think that 
Senator McKellar has ruined himself politically 
by his vindictive opposition to the appointment 
of David E. Lilienthal as head of the Atomic En- 


ergy Commission. Senator George might do the 
same by opposing the Ethridge appointment. 


. Any time we can gain a Lilienthal or an Eth- 


ridge and slough off a McKellar or a George in 
one maneuver, we get a double benefit.

How to Undercut Security 
After badgering several executive departments 
in the name of “economy” the House has now 
turned on the Navy. By a voice vote the cham- 
ber sent the Senate a naval appropriations bill 
slashed 11 per cent below estimated needs. This 


was done under Republican leadership, and ap- 


parently with little reference to what may be 
thought of it abroad, or what may be thought 
of the G.O.P. at home. 

Democratic opponents, who plan a fight 
against the cut in the Senate, say it would mean 
a reduction in naval manpower of 70,000 and in 
the Marines of 12,000. In the Marines alone, 
that just about means erasing a whole division 
of troops. 

Aside from the manpower consideration, this 
drastic fund-cutting would hit the Navy. at a time 
when the sea forces are trying to reorganize to 
meet the atomic age, and to carry on extensive 
research into new defenses containing speed and 
dispersion, Last August the. Navy decided to 
hold up work on six warships. One reason was 
economy, but a lot more important was the need 
for perfecting design. 

Not only naval defense is affected by such 
budget-chopping. Other nations will see the 
relaxation of the power that backs our foreign 
policy. They may judge what America says 
accordingly. 

If these considerations are not enough, per- 
haps the Republican leadership might recall the

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A Jury Ignores the Law 

The freeing of the 28 defendants in the Green- 
ville (S. C.) lynching trial represents the failure 
of a jury. ‘Twelve men put local prejudices 
above the law. They lacked either the courage 
or the conviction—perhaps some of each—to do 
their duty. Investigators, prosecutors and judge 
had done their duty impartially, but their work 
was nullified by the Jurors. 

If ever a case of deliberate lynch murder were 
proved, Greenville was that case. Never before 
had there been so searching an investigation into 
the facts. Twenty-six of the defendants had 
confessed. The trial disclosed the workings of 
the mob so minutely that it came to be called 
“a clinical study in lynching.” “oa 

The jurors ignored the damning conviction of 
the facts, they ignored the absence of defense, 
they ignored the law, they consulted only their 
prejudices and fears, 

Let there is one element of encouragement: 
A Southern Governor was faithful to his duty. 
So was a Southern prosecutor. So was a South- 
ern judge. By the infinitely slow attritional 
process of enlightenment, justice for all men is 
gaining acceptance. It will prevail when 12 
jurors can be found who will neither be misled 
nor frightened. 
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Self-Appointed Spokesmen 

As a sample of presumption, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars spokesmen in St. Joseph charge that 
State Senator Doyle Barrow “betrayed” the 
veterans in opposing a state bonus. Since the 
Senator is also a veteran, he betrayed no one, 
He undoubtedly represents the many ex-service 
men who think a cash grant now would be waste- 
ful and foolish. But nobody has polled all the 
ex-Gls on the bonus issue, and nobody can claim 
to speak for all of them. That includes the VFW.

If there is anyone who should not object to 
paying an income tax, it is a public official 
whose salary is raised by the rank and file of 
taxpayers. Further, if there is any kind of public 
official who particularly should not object, it is 
a judge, either appointed for life or elected to a 


long term at an ample salary. 


Yet the Illinois Supreme Court presents the 
weird spectacle of its Chief Justice, Walter T. 
Gunn of Danville, trying to fight off the federal 
income tax! 

Justice Gunn was elected to Illinois’s high 
court in 1938. He was re-elected without oppo- 
sition in 1942. He now has a case in federal 
court in which he seeks a refund of $12,509 
paid in income taxes for the years 1939-44, He 
argues: 

1. A federal tax on his $15,000-a-year 
salary is an interference with an essential 
governmental function. 

2. Such a tax reduces his compensation 
and so violates the Illinois Constitution, 
which says his compensation may not be re- 
duced in his term of office.

The Big Question About Strikes

Main problem in labor is strikes that affect public health or safety, 
economist. says; urges long-term contracts in basic industry; if 
these failed, the government could order non-political arbitration 
and bind both sides to heed findings for a limited period.

The great question in industrial relations 
is: “What does one do when a strike or 
lockout imperils the public health or the 
public safety?” 8 

It is a question which nearly everyone 
dodges. Sometimes the dodge takes the 
form of the suggestion: Let us improve 
collective bargaining.” Obviously this sug- 
gestion does not tell the community what 
to do when bargaining fails to produce a 
settlement. 

Some times the 
dodge takes the 
form of saying: 
Let the parties 
fight it out.” No 
one would pretend, 
however, that the 
country could stand 
a general railroad 
strike 100 days. 
Even a general steel 
strike of 100 days 
would be disastrous. 

Let us 
first what methods 

Mr. Slichter. have been used to 
handle emergencies in the past and how 
well these .methods have worked. Three 
principal methods have been used: (1) 
emergency or fact-finding boards; (2) Gov- 
ernment seizure of plants; (3) direct inter- 
vention by the President. 

This review of recent experience shows 
that there have been three principal short- 
comings: : 

(1) These methods have undermined the 
willingness of employers and unions to set- 
tle disputes by collective bargaining or by 
voluntary arbitration. 

(2) They have permitted disputes to be 
settled by elected officers of the Govern- 
ment, thus creating the danger that poli- 
tics will be introduced into industrial rela- 
tions. 

(3) They have failed in several instances 
to protect the community against an inter- 
ruption.to the production of essential goods 
and services. | 

What should be done? The ideal solu- 
tion would be for tzade unions and employ- 
ers in essential industries to negotiate agree- 
ments to submit disputes over the terms 
of new contracts to arbitration in case 
bargaining fails to produce a settlement, 


. 
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-What Should Be Done? 


These procedural agreements should run 
for a long period (say five years) and 
should specify the rules under which ar- 
bitrations would be conducted and includ- 
ing the way in which arbitrators would be 
selected, 

If the unions and employers in essential 
industries fail to protect the public by nego- 
tiating agreements to arbitrate future dis- 
putes, how should the public interest be 
safeguarded? As a foundation for dealing 
with emergencies the Government should 
have authority to require the parties to 
maintain the status quo for a reasonable 
period—say’ 30 days, subjèct to reasonable 
extension. 

The Government should have several in- 
struments for dealing with emergencies. 
The first instrument should be a “show- 
cause” hearing in which the parties should 
be required to show why they should not 
submit their dispute to arbitration. 


If a show-cause hearing for any reason

seemed inappropriate or if it failed to pro-

Probably be desirable. 


The board should be appointed by a non- 
political officer of the Government, say the 
head of the Conciliation Service, from a 
panel of men who have been jointly recom- 
mended as neutral and competent by rep- 
resentatives of labor and management. For- 
tunately, such a panel now exists—it has 
been selected by the labor-management ad- 
visory committee of the Conciliation Serv- 
ice. 

What should be done if one party or both 
reject the recommendations of the emergen- 
cy board? This is the crucial question, be- 
cause at this point present arrangements 
for handling emergencies have broken 
down again and again. : 


Politics Out of Industry 


The most appropriate procedure would 
be to authorize the President to require the 
parties to try out the recommendations of 
the emergency board for a limited period— 
say, six months—unless they agree to dif- 
ferent terms. This is a reasonable procedure 


because the recommendations of the emer- 


gency board would undoubtedly represent 
the most impartial of available opinions. 

The proposed procedure would meet each 
of the three tests suggested above: 

(1) It would greatly reduce the attrac- 
tiveness of emergency boards to both unions 
and employers—and thus encourage the 
parties to settle their differences by bar- 
gaining or arbitration. 

(2) It would keep politics out of indus- 
trial relations because emergency boards 
would be picked by a non-elective official 
of government from a panel selected in ad- 


‘ vance by representatives of labor and in- 


dustry. 

(3) It would protect the public health 
and safety by providing a basis on which 
production would continue, 


Penalties for Striking 


How would the requirement that the two 
sides try out the recommendations of the 
emergency board be enforced? No indi- 
vidual, of course, could be compelled to per- 
form service against his will. And it would 
be ridiculous to make striking a crime, as 
New Jersey has attempted to do, 

‘Unions or employers, however, could be 
required to rescind strike or lockout or- 
ders, and interference with persons willing 
to work could be forbidden. In addition, 
refusal of any employe to work under the 
conditions recommended by the emergency 
board could, if necessary, be treated as a 
termination of employment and employers 
might be forbidden to rehire such persons 
except as new employes. 

Most important of all, however, would be 
the requirement that the employer main- 
taln the wages and working conditions rec- 
ommended by the emergency board and 
that he be forbidden to enforce other wages 
and conditions by a lockout or to concede 
other wages and conditions in order to end 
a strike.

Mr. Harding, who has rounded out more 
than 30 years with the department, takes 
justifiable pride in the immense monetary 
benefits of scientific breeding, pest control, 
mechanization and soi] management. At the 
same time he has come to realize that the 
solution of one problem brings a multitude 
of others. We are apt to talk of the com- 
ing mechanization of farming without real 
izing the advent of the reaper represented 
an earlier instance of similar magnitude, 

All these advances in the physical sciences 

have human and social repercussions. 
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Ot this Mr. Harding writes: “It should 
be said here that the department's policy 
of making two blades of grass grow where 
one grew before, while eminently success 
ful, did not suffice to solve farmers’ prob- 
lems, Indeed, as early as 1890, with the 
frontier gone, agricultural overproduction 
became a threat. Yet the department's rem- 
edy was to evolve scientific methods which 
increased production or decreased unit cost. 

“Farmers intensified their efforts, fol 
lowed instructions, made their land yield 
just as much as possible, yet did not ak 
ways prosper. Scientifically approved cul 
tural practices, the prevention of crop and 
animal damage by insects and disease, the 
selection of better varieties, straing and - 
breeds, ail werg important, yet insufficient. 
With the frontier closed it was also impos- 
sible to move on to richer land beyond the 
horizon. That is why the social sciences 
began to infiltrate the department, getting 
their start in its scientific agencies.”

Studies in nutrition are leading up to the 
conclusion that underconsumption has fre- 
quently been mistaken for overproduction. 
Distribution of the vast harvests has come 
under research, co-operatives have been en- 
couraged, canning, dehydration and quick 
freezing have been developed for conserv- 
ing food that otherwise might rot in fields. 

More than 13,000,000 copies of the first 
farmers’ bulletin on home canning have 
been distributed. Caroline L. Hunt, who 
left Chicago’s Hull House to conduct the 
department's nutrition investigations, pop- 
ularized dietary facts in her bulletin, “A 
Week's Food for an Average Family.” Ruth 
O’Brien began by studying the character 
istics of cotton fabrics and devised house- 
hold tests for wearing qualities of textiles. 

Within the limits of political and busi- 
ness considerations, the department's work 
for pure food and drugs has contributed 
much to the public health. In all these de- 
velopments of social and physical science, 
the problem still remains how to apply this 
vast knowledge to a world which ig run 
much as it was in the 1860s, when Lin- 
coln established his politician friend, Isaac 
Newton, as the first commissioner of agri- 
culture.

700 Alert Students Laugh as 
One Urges Tolerance of 
Prejudiced Adults.

About 700 alert high school stu- 
dents of the city laughed yester- 


day when one of their number 
summed up their feelings on race 
and religious prejudice with the 
conclusion, We can’t do much to 
sway the old hatreds of our par- 
ents. We'll just have to be toler- 
ant of them and do the best we 
can.” 

Then they went on to other im- 
portant topics in their plan to 
make community good will work 
in St. Louis. 

The half-day meeting at Temple 
Israel, Kingshighway and Wash- 
ington boulevard, was scheduled 
for 500 students, or 100 more than 
took part in the first meet of its 
type last February. Committee 
members taking cards at the door 
soon found the unusual gathering 
had brought in many youngsters 
who had no tickets. 

“Our group is for having more 
of these meetings,” one student 
leader told the audience at the 
concluding session, and others said 
their sections would support the 
steering committee's plans to car- 
ry on the conference “beyond 
school, so that we who know these 
things can stay in contact and 
pass our experience on to new 
sym next year.” 


Lillie Sumner High 
School student and a section lead- 
er, drew heavy applause with her 
summary of a student’s job in 
weeding out intolerance. We're 
individuals,” she began, “and each 
has a part to play. If we play our 
parts well, things will turn out 
well for all.” 

More eloquent leaders like Lillie 
were well known to all by the end 
of the day and received sober at- 
tention and hearty response when 
an “old chestnut” of suppressed 
bad feeling came to light in the 
quick interplay of serious talk.

Allowances Collected 
Knowingly or Not— 
Figure Is Guess; 
Check Boing Made. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration said 
today some 200,000 World War II 
veterans have knowingly or un- 
wittinglg collected unemployment 
or subsistence allowances to which 
they are not entitled. 

An official told a reporter, how- 


ever, that the situation has steadi- 
ly improved in recent months be- 


cause of more careful investiga- 
tion of claims, — 

He added that the 200,000 figure 
is “a rough guess, since we have 
no accurate or detailed reports.” 

e said 3000 cases have been re- 

ed by the Boston branch 
alone. 

The official said the difficulty 
of double-checking administration 
of the multiple benefits under the 
G.I. bill led to the abuses. Many 
veterans erred because of ignor- 
ance of regulations or misunder- 
standings. 

Two Kinds of Violations. 

He said violations fall into two 
principal groups: 

1, Collection of unemployment 
benefits by veterans who have 
jobs, or by veterans who are at- 
tending school and, in many in- 
stances, are receiving educational 
subsistence allowances, 

2. Collection of state as well as 
federal unemployment benefits. 

The VA said there have been “a 
large number” of forgeries, where- 
by veterans attempt to draw al- 
lowances by signing the name of 
other veterans. 

Concerning the investigation of 
unemployment or subsistence al- 
lowances, a V. A. official said state 
agencies handling veterans activi- 
ties have been doing their own in- 
vestigations. Findings have been 
reported to V.A. representatives 


for discussion with suspected vet- 
erans, 

Some Cases to Be Prosecuted. 

He said the. more serious cases 
have been turned over to United 
States attorneys for prosecution in 
the areas involved. One state ex- 
amined 9000 records, found 1600 
possible cases of improper collec- 
tion of the funds and pressed 
charges against 300. 

Gen, Omar Bradley, veterans’ 
administrator, asked the states t® 
check the matter carefully to see 
that no fraud is committed, but 
also that no veteran is unjustly 
penalized. 

Penalies range from the forfeit 
of all veterans benefits to heavy 
fines and imprisonment. The V.A. 
said some judges have been ex- 
tremely lenient. 

Auto Dealer Racket. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
said some automobile dealers, to 
get the $1600 limit price, are add- 
ing extra equipment to cars ob- 
tained by disabled war veterans 
at Government expense. 

So far, the Government has 
paid an average of $1588 for 11,- 
519 such vehicles. Some of the 
veterans have sold their automo- 
biles immediately and pocketed 
the proceeds, the agency added. 

There is nothing in the law to 
prevent either practice, a reporter 
was told by H. S. Chick, V. A. ex- 
ecutive assistant for claims. 

Congress provided $30,000,000 
last year to buy the cars for vet- 


erans who lost one or both legs 
at or above the ankle in World 
War I. 
The total cost of the 11,519 ma- 
chines so far purchased is $18,- 
294,363.

REDS SAY BEVIN | 
MISSTATED FACTS 


MOSCOW, May 22 (UP)—The 
Soviet Government newspaper 
Izvestia today accused British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
of misrepresenting the facts of 
the Moscow conference and thus 
increasing the difficulty of settling 
the German problem. 

Izvestia said the reason no 
agreement had been reached on 
revision of the Anglo-Soviet treaty 
was that Britain tried to write in 
amendments making the treaty 
worse rather than better. 

A four-column editorial criticiz- 
ing Bevin's recent speech in the 
House of Commons on the foreign 
ministers conference said it wasn’t 
really a report “as a report pro- 
vides for a precise statement of 
facts and correct elucidation of 
events. Bevin's speech sins great- 
ly—if not more—against the facts.” 

“The circumstance that Bevin 
in his attempts to justify the 
British position at Moscow has 
entered into a sharp contradiction 
with the facts points to the weak- 
ness of his position.” 

Izvestia said the proposed Brit- 
ish amendments to the .Anglo- 
Soviet treaty were directed at 
“weakening the obligations con- 
tained in the existing treaty” and 
“worsen rather than improve the 
present treaty.” : 

Izvestia quoted short phrases 
from Bevin's speech, but for the 
most part concerned itself with 
presenting again the Soviet veiw 
on German problems and repeat- 
ing attacks on the British posi- 
tion.

FRENCH TO PRESERVE 
NORMANDY BEACHES 


Law Passed to Make Allied 
Landing Areas There His- 
torical Monuments.

PARIS, May 22—American and 
British landing beaches in Nor- 


mandy will be preserved as his- 


torical monuments under a law 
just passed by the French Na- 
tional Assembly. 

“With a view to perpetual com- 
memoration, the French Govern- 
ment takes over guardianship and 
development of areas made his- 
toric by Allied landings in the re- 
gion of Arromanches (now known 
as Port Winston Churchill; St. 
Laurent, Colleville and Vierville 
(Omaha Beach); and St. Marie 
Dumont (Utah Beach),” this law 


states. 
June 6 is fixed as Normandy 


remembrance day. The French 
Government and Army will be re- 
sponsible for the annual D-day 
ceremonies. 

Cemeteries near the landing 
beaches, where American and 
British soldiers sleep their last 
sleep, are to become the perpet- 
ual possession of the states whose 
citizens are buried there. 

In Omaha Beach cemetery lie 
4700 American boys. A few miles 
west, at St. Mere l’Eglise, are 
2198 others. About 70 per cent of 
those are expected to be returned 
to the states. 

The French Government has 
also decided to classify as na- 
tional roads six roads leading 
from Norman centers to beach 
areas. This means that the up- 
keep and improvement of these 
roads will from now on be looked 
after by state instead of local mu- 
nicipal officials. 

The sum of $240,000 has been ap- 
propriated in the new French 
budget for building a museum to 
be called the “landing museum.” 
It will be in the Arromanches 
district. The museum will pro- 
vide information by which tour- 
ists may be guided to battlefields 
and cemeteries and to exhibit 
souvenirs of the landings.

This country must win on all 
battlefronts, political or economic, 
if it is to emerge victorious in the 
struggle to build a decent and 
lasting peace, Francis H. Russell, 
director of the Office of Public 
Affairs of the State Department, 
asserted today. 

He spoke at a public session 
at the twenty-eighth annual 
meeting of the League of Wom- 
en Voters of St. Louis.

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VENUE REQUEST 
PRESSED IN MOVE 
10 OUST SHERIFF 


State Reiterates Demand 
for Change in Replying | 
to Defense Motion in 
Nepotism Case. 


A motion reiterating the state's 
application for a change of venue 
in its quo warranto proceeding to 
oust Sheriff John F. Dougherty 
from his job was filed today in 


Circuit Judge Joseph J. Ward's 
court. 


Today’s motion was in reply to 
one filed Monday by attorneys for 
the Sheriff, asking the court to 
deny the application for a change 
of venue. 

Circuit Attarney James W. Grif- 
fin contended the State is a party 
of interest in the ouster suit, and 
also is a party of interest in the 
venue change application by rea- 
son of the fact that it filed an 
information against the Sheriff; 
the ouster suit is a civil action, 
and the state is “entitled to a 
judge not interested or prejudiced.” 

Sheriff Dougherty had con- 
tended the state was not “a real 
party of interest in the proceed- 
ing” and was not -entitled to a 
change of venue. The State re- 
plied that the Circuit Attorney, is 
required by law to file and prose- 
cute such a case because an in- 
dividual cannot prosecute. Any- 
one who has a right to file a suit, 
the petition said, has an interest 
in it. Likewise, anyone who is 
under a duty of ‘filing such a suit 
“has an interest in the suit.” 

The interest of the state arises 
from its right to oust officehold- 
ers deriving title to their office 
from the state, when the facts 
warrant ouster, the peitition con- 
tinued, “It is inconceivable how 
any interest could be more evi- 
dent,” the petition stated.

I QUESTIONED these books the minute I 
read their authors’ names.

But, such is the power of the printed word 
that I sought the help of ‘books on after-dinner 
speaking before I made a speech a few nights 
ago.

I 
practiced standing upright and still, while my 
knees shook, I practiced getting my fee in ad- 
vance, a bit of foresightedness that all the books 
advise.

Berlin Women Swamp Agency in an Effort to Land Foreign Husbands

BERLIN; May 22 
ERLIN women, satiated with 
ä ruin and defeat, are swamp- 
ing a new organization that 
offers escape from their lot. It 
is called the “Office of Immi- 
gration Through Marriage” and 
is situated just off the Kurfur- 
stendamm, Berlin’s main street. 

The object of the popular enter- 
prise, started this spring, is to pro- 
vide foreign husbands for German 
women and in a few cases obtain 
foreign wives for German men. At 
present Germans cannot emi- 
grate legally in any other way 
unless they have been victims of 
Fascism. 

German women, renowned for 
their sentimentality, are not at all 
daunted by the materialistic 
prospect of making geography one 
of the prime motives in marriage. 


“Several thousand in Berlin have 


already submitted their names to 
the office, opened by an old- 
established marriage agency. 
Foreign men, too, seem inter- 
ested in the proposition. Candi- 
dates for marrying German wom- 
en and taking them out of the- 
country include Americans, 
Frenchmen, Argentinians, Ro- 
manians, Hungarians, Poles, Per- 
sians and Italians, although, as 
the director of the organization, 
Mrs. Wilhelmina Bracht, pointed 
out emphatically, “the new branch 
has just barely got started.” 
Fees charged for arranging 
these foreign marriages are no 
higher than the price asked by 
the agency for pan-German mar- 
riages. Both parties are assessed 
on a sliding scale keyed to their 
income, varying from 50 to 300 
marks (50 cents to $3). After the 
marriage has been concluded the 
man must pay the agency 2 per 
cent of his wife’s fortune if she

ers. The American, who was d- 


. vorced, had been introduced to a 


German woman of 50 who owned 
a chain of German cinemas. “He 
found her too old and not gay and 
charming enough,” Mrs. Bracht 
said with a sigh. 

On the new placards placed on 
side streets leading to the Kur- 
furstendamm are pinned small 
white cards describing the quali- 
ties of both German women and 
foreign didates for m 
On top of the placards, printed in 
bold letters, is the phrase “Immi- 

tion Through arriage,” in

Among the German women ap- 
licants are movie actresses, coun- 
— dentists, doctors and nurses, 
The small white cards refer quite 
boldly to the woman’s financial 
and other assets. One card states, 
for instance, that “The lady is 28 
years old, light blonde and 
wealthy, with capital readily.trans- 
ferable into cash on marriage.” A

esting beauty 26 years of age, ele- 
gant and sophisticated as well as 
affectionate and nature loving.” A 
man’s card states: “Manufacturer, 
foreigner, 44 years of age, slim, 
handsome, wants to meet mentally 
quick, charming young lady, with 
pronounced personality, for ideal- 
istic marriage.”

fm her middle 40s, admitted that. 


she herself would like to make a 
foreign marriage. “German women 
see no future in this country,” she 
said. “Life is so gray, for there is 
nothing with which to build. 

“In the winter it rains through

I never would 

live here if I had my choice,” Mrs. 

Bracht said. “It is so ugly it gets 

on my nerves. The taxes are im- 

possible. No, there is no hope here 

for many years to come.”

I AM uncertain as to the 
Q proper way of referring to 
my wife when I am among 
my men acquaintances and busi- 
ness associates. Will you please 
discuss? «fh 
A. This ig a little out of my 
line, for I am no social arbiter. 
Still, in a way, your question has 
to do with word usage. So here 
is the proper form as the writers 
of books on etiquette have it. 
First of all, a man should not 
refer to his wife as “Mrs, Blaffk“ 
except when speaking to servants, 
or to his own minor employes or 


subordinate business associates: . 


Otherwise, a man should refer to 
her as “my wife.” In the case of 
their personal friends, he should 
refer to his wife ag “Mary.” A 
man should never refer to his 
wife as “the missus, the madam, 
the ball and chain, the little wom- 
an,“ or refer to her by any such 
pet name as “snookums, cuddles, 
mamma, baby, dumpling, sugar- 
foot, sweetie.” However, if she 
is reguiarly known by a nickname 
among members of their own s0- 


cial group, he may refer to her, 
as, Ginger. 

A woman should not refer to 
her husband as “Mr. Blank” or 
“Doetor Blank” except in speaking 
to servants or small trades people. 
Among social equals “my hus- 
band” ig the proper title. To close 
friends she may refer to her 
husband as “John.” 

Both husbands and wives should 
avoid the excessive use of en- 
dearments, such as sweetheart, 


darling, honey. 


In no event should a minister's 
wife refer to her husband as “Rev- 
erend Blank,” or, worse still, “the 
Reverend.” In speaking to serv- 
ants, or small trades people, she 
should gay “Mr. Blank.” Or, if 
he has any one of the degrees of 
doctor, Doctor of Divinity, for ex- 
ample, she may properly refer to 
him as “Doctor Blank.” 


Among social acquaintances, she 
should say “my husband.” Among 
close friends, a minister's wife, 
like all other wives, may properly 
refer to him by his first name.

“Stolen Sweets.”

Your son did not give his marriage a fair trial. It usually 
takes at least a year for two young people to become adjusted 
to each other and to marriage. Sometimes it takes longer than 
that. Your son and his wife are acting like children, just as 


vou say, and it is time they began to act like adults and try to 


smooth out their problems. Explain to your son that you love : 


him and are glad to have him but not under these circum- 
stances. Tell him he and his wife must get together, talk things 


out, and come to some sort of understanding. This being mar- 


ried and not married can’t go on indefinitely. She is still a mar- 
ried woman and has no right to be dating other men. He should 
be man enough to see to it that she does not, and to realize that 
he is not right, either, sulking in your home instead of acting 
the man in his own.

Nylons, for One Example, Cost $10 a Pair Average Wage Is About $50 a Month

ATHENS, Greece, May 22. 
N the language of economists, 
Greece is suffering from lack 
of import controls and absence 
of a realistic foreign trade pro- 
gram, A window-shopping tour 
ddwn Athens's busy Churchill 
street will show what lack of im- 
port controls can give a broke 
and hungry country in the way 
of frivolities and high-powered 
luxury items. 


The price tags are a good dem- 
onstration of what a financial oli- 
garchy can do to a country, 


Greek street crowds aren't the 
well-dressed, smart sort you might 
see in Rome, Paris, Madrid or Lis- 
bon. It costs too much to dress 
well in a country where the aver- 
age wage is about 250,000 drach- 
mas ($50) a month. 


Etam Shop has something for 
the ladies—a few ladies, anyway. 
Nylons imported from the United 
States are marked at 50,000 drach- 
mas ($10). A pair of lacy step- 
ins can be stepped into by anyone 
with 138,000 drachmas ($27.60). A 
girdle with a two-way stretch is 
priced at 125,000 drachmas ($25). 
Sleek and very frou-frou dressing 
owns are revealed and revesling 
for 116,000 to 190,000 drachmas 
($23.20 to $38). 


A little farther on, Francisco 
Psarvos shows a collection of cig- 
33 lighters, featuring some 

nglish and American ones. They 
are gold-plated, with price tags 
ranging from 275,000 to 350,000 
drachmas ($55 to $70), Centering 
a collection of cigarette cases is 
a silver box which is yours for 
1,400,000 drachmas ($280). Foun- 
tain pens of a popular American 
make are 240,000 drachmas ($48). 

Nearby is a shop of beauty 
preparations. A jar of American- 
made cold cream that would bring 
about 39 cents at the corner drug 
store at home is listed at 22,000 
drachmas ($4.40). 

Better left to the imagination 
are the prices of a large collec- 
tion of French perfumes, with fa- 
miliar names like Rumeur, Scan- 
dal, Pretexte, Arpege, and the old 
reliable, Chanel No. 5.

cameras. The price of a Rollei- 
cord in Athens is about 800,000 
drachmas ($160), while a Rollei- 
flex is 1,200,000 ($240). Or you 
may prefer a Kodak, Welta, Bes- 
sa or Voigtlander. 


Stamatis’s delicatessen boasts a 
collection of provender for the 
gourmet. Included is probably the 
only American breakfast food this 
side of New York. You can have 
your pick of grape nuts, corn 


flakes or bran flakes in all the 


familiar packages. More substan- 
tial fare is offered in the form 
of such items as tinned hams and 
canned peaches, 


You can have your choice of 
three varieties of Scotch whisky, 
French benedictine and cognac, 
and English gin. A bottle of 
Scotch, for example, fetches about 
37,000 drachmas ($7.50). 

Stronguilo’s men’s shop has 
some American garters and sus- 
penders at 35,000 drachmas ($7). 
The OPA label inside a box of 


Paris garters says the maximum 
price is 59 cents. The price tag 
here is 20,000 drachmas ($4). 


If your taste runs to imported 
silk ties, they are 50,000 ($10), 
but across the street, Constanta- 
ras’: has a selection “in the early 
American motif,” at only 20,000 
drachmas ($4). They are of a 
familiar brand that used to sell 
for $1 to $1.50 in the states. 

At Chrisikopoilos department 
store, a simple wool coat and 
skirt outfit is-marked at 350,000 


drachmas ($70). 
dress is 275,000 drachmas ($55). 
A pair of plain sandals, low- 
heeled, costs 95,000 drachmas 
($19). For the men, a “special” is 
an imported panama hat for 85,000: 
drachmas ($17). 


The Elite Men's Shop has some 
shirts. The lowest priced is 32,000 
drachmas ($6.40) and they range 
up to 60,000 ($12). Shorts are 
20,000 ($4); handkerchiefs, 12,000 
($2.40); socks from 7000 to 13,000 
($1.40 to $2.60); cotton pajamas 
from 60,000 to 100,000 ($12 to $20). 

At Christionakis’s the lowest- 
priced shirt displayed is 45,000 
drachmas ($9), ranging upward fo 
8 silk number at 110,000 

). 


Ranios, the optician, has a se- 
lection of aviator-type sunglasses 
to ward off Athens’s brilliant sum- 
mer sun at 45,000 to 60,000 drach- 
mas ($9 tp $12) per ward. How- 
ever, you can get an ordinary 10- 
cent pair at one of the news 
kiosks for about 2500 drachmas 
(50 cents). 

The kiosks, incidentally, have 
an apparently plentiful supply of 
such items as American soap, 
shaving cream and chewing gums. 
A common variety of American 
toilet soap sells for 3000 drachmas 
(60 cents). The price of soap 
may be one reason why the hotel 
laundry charges 60 cents for 
washing a shirt. 

Government officials point out 
that many of the luxury items 
now being sold cannot be replaced 
by the merchants. Since the first 
of the year a more stringent con- 
trol on non-essential imports has 
been exercised by the Govern- 
ment. 


However, there are a couple of 
answers. One is that the stricter 
control has come too late to save 
the badly’ needed dollar credits 
which individual merchants 
burned up on frivolous luxuries 
entirely out of reach for the av- 
erage Greek. 


Another is that Greek regula- 
tions in the past few years have 
not been distinguished by their 
observance. It still remains to 
be definitely proved whether a 
shrewd merchant with dollars of 
his own to spend will not be able 
to import big-profit luxury items 
insetad of more commonplace es- 
sentials if he really wants the lux- 
ury stock.

He’s a bit childish himself, in that

A good deal of what passes for 
jealousy is just an infantile at- 
tempt to get attention, a childish 
to be the center of the 
stage. It's the behavior, not of an 
ordinary child, but of a spoiled 


hild. 
But if jealousy means that one 
something of value, 


away, then it has a real place in 


marriage. 


In short, constructive jealousy is 


a useful thing. A lot more of it 


is needed in a lot of marriages. 


It is only destructive jealousy that,

In 
fact, many women complain that 
their husbands aren’t jealous 
enough! They'd really like to see 
their partners sitting on the anx- 
ious seat a little oftener. 

So don’t be worried if you’re 
jealous. If you aren’t jealous, 
you'd better see a psychiatrist— 
maybe your emotional life needs 
a complete overhauling and reor- 
ganization. 


If you are studying marriage, 
studying your own marriage es- 
pecially, and putting your best ef- 
fort into it, you're perfectly safe.

Q. Do you think it is all right 
for a man to “date” a married 
woman, if his intentions are hon- 
orable?

Staining Wood Shingles. 
„ Wood shingles. are handy little 
objects that do equally well as 


‘roofing or siding. They'll do even 


better and last longer, however, 
if they are given some sort of pro- 
tective finish like any other ex- 
posed woodwork. 

The best time to stain shingles 
is before they are put on. This 
seems natural because after they 
are on you can only stain the 
exposed portion and hope for the 
best. If the job is done right the 
shingles are dipped into a barrel 
of stain and then given another 
coat with a brush after they are 
on the roof. 

To stain the shingles once they 


are on you want to first make 


sure that the shingles are com- 
pletely dry. You can use à regular 
prepared shingle stain or creosote 
oil which comes cheaper but isn’t 
very pretty. The stain can be ap- 
plied either with an old brush or 
with a spray gun. A spray gun 


* 


is quicker and easier and does a 
more thorough job. Try and get 
complete coverage on all exposed 
portions of the shingles. 

Paint is generally used on shin- 
gle siding so that a lighter shade 
of color can be achieved. This 
paint can also be applied with 
brush or spray gun. 

Needless to say when working 
on the roof, take the necessary 
precautions to avoid spending your 
summer vacation in the hospital.

HE fact that Esau’s savory 

mess of pottage was made of 

lentils is an interesting bit of 
information, I have often won- 
dered how long those matriarchs 
cooked their lentils to make them 
delicious and also nutritious. Len- 
tils that have been available on 
the market for the past 15 years 
cook in 15 to 20 minutes after 
they soak over night and when 
not soaked can be cooked to a 
tenderness where they puree easily 
after simmering from 45 minutes 
to an hour, Yet many published 
recipes suggest cooking from one 
and one-half to three and one-half 
hours, 

It’s good practice to put lentils 
through a food mill or sieve at the 
end of cooking to obtain a puree. 
The food mill enables one to do the 
work in a fourth of the time re- 
quired for pressing through thy 
ordinary sieve. When reheated 
and garnished, lentil soup becomes 
as high toned as black bean soup. 
And best of all, it comes in the 
economical groups of nutritious 
foods, Instead of the last addi- 
tion of water to the soup, tomato 
juice or meat stock could be used 
instead to prod@ze two very dif- 
ferent and slightly more nutri- 
tious soups, ‘ 


Since lentils usually come in 


pound packages, use the remain- 
der a week or so later. Cook them 


until tender, puree, folding into an 


equal amount of fluffy cooked 
rice, season, turn into a casserole, 
cover with grated cheese and 
crumbs and bake in a moderate 
oven ‘until top is browned and 
mixture is hot enough to start 
bubbling. 
Lentil Soup. 

One-half pound lentils, three 
cups cold water, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, one and one-half cups 
boiling water, one chicken or beef 
bouillon cube, dash pepper, one 
and one-half tablespoons, butter, 
one tabléSpoon finely chopped 
onion, one frankfurter or one-half 
pound mushrooms, 

Pick over lentils, wash well 
through two or three waters. Add 
cold water to a depth of two or 
three inches over lentils and let 
soak. four or five hours or over 
night, Drain, Add cold water and 
salt, heat to boiling, then reduce 
heat, cover anid simmer until ten- 
der—from 15 to 20 minutes. Put 
through a food mill, Add bolling 
water, I and pepper. Melt 
butter in a skillet; add onion and 
thinly sliced frankfurters or 
washed mushrooms and saute for 
three or four minutes, Add this to 
soup. Reheat and serve at once 
with heated crisp crackers, If 
mushrooms or frankfurters are 
not desired, serve soup with a 
very thin slice of lemon. Four 
to five servings.
